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Planning An Annual Mecting 


Preparing for an Annual Meeting is an all-year 
round job for some of the National Conference staff, 
but in the next few months, we will all be devoting 
the major part of our attention to the 1951 Annual 
Meeting. At this time we would like to let our mem- 
bers know that the suggestions and comments they 
have made about both the form and the content of 
the Meeting have been greatly appreciated by the 
officers and staff of the Conference. If they do not 
all appear to have been adopted this year, it does not 
mean that they have not received serious considera- 
tion. 

A good many of the suggestions we have received 
relate to one particular problem, and we have at- 
tempted to summarize below some of the obstacles to 
their adoption. In a number of cases where it has not 
been feasible to follow the suggestions completely, 
steps are being taken in what we believe to be the 
right directions. 

Because obstacles exist, however, is no reason that 
desirable changes should not be made. And if, after 
reading here about some of the problems which the 
Conference faces in planning and operating the 
Annual Meeting, there are those who feel we are 
moving too slowly or in the wrong directions, we 
hope they will write us about it. 

Probably more frequently than any other single 
comment we are told that there are too many com- 
peting meetings held during the Annual Meeting. 
Everyone who has been at an Annual Meeting or 
participated in the planning of one has been aware 
of this condition, and it was the basis for many of 
the Study Committee recommendations which are 
being put into effect this year. 

Before discussing the steps which are being taken 
to deal with this situation, we should point out that 
we feel that anyone attending an Annual Meeting 
must accept the fact that he is going to be unable to 
attend all the sessions in which he is interested. What 
we hope is that the frustrations on this score will be 
reduced in 1951. 

In the first place, under the new plan there are 
only three Sections which will hold simultaneous 
meetings: I— Services to Individuals and Families; 
II — Services to Groups and Individuals in Groups; 
and III — Services to Agencies and Communities. 
It is felt that the chief interest of most attendees falls 


in one of these three main categories. In addition, 
the Study Committee concluded that there are other 
subject areas which are of concern to all social 
workers, no matter what their specialty. These are 
the so-called “Common Services”: Publie Relations, 
Professional Education, Social Research, Personnel, 
Financing of Social Welfare and Methods of Social 
Action. Consequently, these subjects will be taken 
up in periods when the Sections are ‘not meeting. 

On this subject of the number of competing meet. 
ings, there is one general idea which appears to be 
gaining acceptance and which will do much to reduce 
the subject matter congestion. This is the realization, 
that the field of social welfare has become so complex 
and varied in recent years that it is physically im. 
possible, and probably undesirable as well, to cover 
every subject every year. Thus, if a person does not 
find his exact specialty taken up in a session thi: 
year, it does not indicate that the Conference fails to 
recognize its importance. More than likely it will 
be on the program in 1952. 

One specific move in this direction has been the 
decision of the Program Committee to hold meeting: 
on only three of the Common Services at any given 
Annual Meeting. Therefore, in Atlantic City there 
will be meetings on Professional Education, Public 
Relations and Social Research. The other three sub- 
jects will be covered in 1952. 

A second step of very real importance which has 
been taken is to cut down the competing meetings 
of the Associate Groups. As soon as the Joint Com- 
mittee on Program Planning looked into the problem 
of Associate Group meetings, it realized that many 
valuable meetings covering similar and related sub- 
jects were often scheduled in competition with one 
another. It was therefore decided to try, on an ex. 
perimental basis this year, a plan of holding meetings 
on subjects considered of wide interest, to be jointly 
sponsored by several Associate Groups. The organi- 
zations participating in this joint project agreed to 
limit their own individual meetings to one afternoon 
during the Annual Meeting. We believe that this is 
a wise step and one that will result in fewer meet- 
ings, but more productive and carefully planned 
ones. 

We will be looking forward to having the reactions 
of Conference members and others who attend the 
Atlantic City meetings to this step. 

While the Executive and Program Committees 
have been very much aware of the frustrations ex- 
perienced by many at the Annual Meeting, there is 
certainly another side of the picture which should 
be mentioned. During the week of the Annual Meet- 
ing an attempt is made to provide general social and 
economic subject matter which is thought to be of 
interest and concern to all social workers, as well as 
generic and basic subject matter in the specialized 
areas of the social welfare field. In addition, there is 
an opportunity for over fifty national organizations 
to come together and hold their own meetings. For 
some these are the only meetings the organizations 
hold; for others they supplement their own annual 
or biennial forum programs. 

To do all this and to provide subject matter which 
will appeal to five or six thousand persons of varying 
backgrounds and interests is a big and complex job. 
It is not surprising that in the course of it, much

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Committee News 


Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee held a two-day session 
in Washington on November 3 and 4 under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Clague. One of the highlights was 
an evening meeting with approximately forty Con- 
ference members located in and around Washington. 
The purpose of the meeting was two-fold: first, to 
consider the most effective method and machinery 
for insuring maximum participation of the District of 
Columbia members in the Conference; and secondly, 
to discuss the Area Representative plan of the Con- 
ference in a more general way. 

The major points emphasized during the discussion 
may be summarized as follows: 

1. There appears to be a lack of detailed knowl- 
edge about the program of the Conference on the 
part of the Conference members; 

2. The membership of the Conference may be too 
heterogeneous to find common ground for sustained 
participation; 

3. The central social welfare planning body in 
Washington should be used as the sponsoring agency 
for membership participation in Conference busi- 
ness; 

4, The Federal agencies should be approached on 
amore systematic basis for program suggestions. 

Following this session with the Washington mem- 
bers, considerable time was devoted the following 
day to the whole problem of membership participa- 
tion in the Conference. This discussion will be con- 
tinued at the March meeting of the Committee. 

A large amount of Conference business was tran- 
sacted during the two days. There was discussion of 
the proposed theme and program for the Annual 
Meeting; the financial report for 1950 and the budget 
for 1951 were adopted (see page 4 of this issue for 
details); the National Urban League was granted 
Associate Group status for the year 1950-51; lists of 
exhibit prospects, both commercial and noncom- 
mercial, were approved. Discussion was begun on 
the form of the 1951 Proceedings, with the final deci- 
sion postponed until the March meeting (see page 7 
of this Bulletin for some of the questions raised on 
this subject). 


Joint Committee on Program Planning 

The Joint Committee of the National Social Wel- 
fare Assembly and the National Conference met in 
New York on January 5 under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Clague. The Committee decided that having 
adopted a plan which it is hoped will lead to closer 
integration of the Associate Group meetings with 
those of the National Conference during the week 
of the Annual Meeting (described in detail in the 
Fall 1950 Bulletin) , it should now turn its attention 
to its broader function of formulating a long-range 
overall national program for forum and discussion in 
the field of social welfare. 

One part of this broader function is the develop- 
ment of a more systematic and continuous method of 
collecting program suggestions for the Annual Meet- 
ing of the National Conference. It was also felt that 
there should be a thoughtful formulation of the 

issues to be included in the program of the 
fegal Conference and in other forum programs 
swan the next few years. 


It was decided that a small subcommittee should 
be appointed to work on this question. It was also 
agreed that there should be a subcommittee to pre- 
pare some recommendations on techniques for im- 
proving the conduct of meetings. 


Program Committee 

The National Conference Program Committee met 
Friday afternoon, January 5, and Saturday, January 
6, with Mr. Clague as chairman. The chairmen of the 
three Sections and of the three Common Service 
Committees reported on program developments. 


Committee on Nominations 

In a mail ballot the members of the Committee on 
Nominations have voted in favor of the appointment 
of a small steering committee to prepare the first 
slate of candidates for consideration by the full Com- 


_ mittee when it meets in Atlantic City in May. These 


will be candidates for the 1952 election. Miss Ken- 
nedy, chairman of the Committee on Nominations, 
has therefore appointed the following members to the 
steering committee, which will meet early in Febru- 
ary: 
Arthur Fink, Dean, School of Social Work, Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. 
Jeannette Hanford, Director, Family Service 
Bureau, United Charities of Chicago. 
Peter Kasius, Deputy Commissioner, New York 
State Department of Social Welfare. 


Common Service Committees 

Appointments of the three Common Service Com- . 
mittees which will arrange meetings for the 1952 
Annual Meeting are now being made. These are the 
Committees on Financing of Social Welfare Services, 
Methods of Social Action and Personnel. The mem- 
bership of the Committees will be announced in the 
next issue of the Bulletin. 


Kuropean Social Work 
Study Tour 


American and Canadian social workers who are 
interested in a social welfare study tour in Europe 
next summer should write to The Open Road, 50 
West 45th St., New York City. This organization is 
handling reservations and arrangements for a four- 
week tour sponsored by the United States Commit- 
tee of the International Conference of Social Work. 

The tour will be under the leadership of Mr. and 
Mrs. Joe R. Hoffer. The itinerary is planned to cover 
four weeks, including trans-Atlantic crossings which 
will be made by air. The available time in Europe 
will be divided into four parts. The first three will 
provide visits in England and France and a seminar 
on international social welfare in a city to be an- 
nounced, under the direction of important European 
social welfare figures. 

The remaining time will be left free for members 
to visit places of individual interest. The group will 
re-assemble on the evening prior to departure for 
home. Departure is tentatively scheduled for July 8, 
with return to this country about August 4. 

The all-inclusive fee, not including free time, will 
be in the neighborhood of $850. It will be possible for 
those who wish to do so to extend their free time in 
Europe and return to this country at a later date. 
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Report of the Treasurer 

Your Treasurer would feel much better if the Con- 
ference had suflicient reserve to meet contingencies. 
In these times, almost anything might happen to 
throw the balance against us. But at least we can 
say that at present the Conference is solvent. It has 
taken in enough money this past year to conduct the 
program which was planned and budgeted. We have 
paid our bills. We can meet our present commitments. 
We even have a little left to help meet some extra 
. expenses that we are sure to have next year and the 
year following, 1952 and 1953. And then we have a 
small contingency reserve. 

It is going to be more costly to hold our meetings 
in Chicago in 1952 and in San Francisco in 1953. We 
are going to have to pay more for facilities, a lot more 


and it cannot be helped. We must move our Annual . 


Meetings to the Midwest and West when we pos- 
sibly can, even though it costs more. At present 
there is no city in the South that can provide ade- 
quate and proper facilities or we would plan to move 
South too. 

We must enlist some additional support—more 
members, more attendees at the Annual Meetings 
and some contributions to carry us through this and 
the next two years. 

The Conference had its good and its bad spots this 
past year. For example, attendance at the Annual 
Meeting and the income from registration fees was 
more than we budgeted. Income from Proceedings 
was not as much as we budgeted. We worked hard 
on memberships this year. We had more new mem- 
bers and a higher proportion of renewals than we 
had the previous year. As a matter of fact, the 
record of renewals was better than we have had in 
a number of years. But we do not yet have as many 
members as we need and should and can have. 

Our National Conference is going to have to carry 
more of the expense of the International Conference 
of Social Work than we had planned. The Interna- 
tional Conference last year started building up a 
body of members to provide a backlog of regular 
income. And then they had hoped to secure some 
substantial contributions. But it is taking longer to 
build up memberships and to secure contributions 
than was anticipated. As a result, the International 
Conference has not been able to reimburse the Na- 
tional Conference fully for expenses incurred in be- 
half of the International Conference. Our Executive 
Committee recently authorized us to assume the 
operating expenses of the U. S. Committee of the 
International Conference without thought of reim- 
bursement, and up to a limit of $5,000.00. This means

the National Conference is staking or subsidizing the 
International Conference for a while longer. 

The budgets of receipts and éxpenditures for 195] 
do not differ significantly from actual receipts ang 
expenditures in 1950, The Conference is making spe. 
cial efforts to increase income from various source, 
and these efforts may well bring results within this 
year, though they are not reflected in the budget 


. Incidentally, the new book service, the offering o; 


books at discounts to members, is not bringing any 
profit to the Conference. It probably will pay for 
itself but it will not make money. Any income fron, 
memberships and contributions received over and 
above that budgeted and needed for current 195} 
expenses will help meet the greater costs of hold. 
ing meetings in Chicago and San Francisco in 1959 
and 1953, 

The Conference is moving along trying to provide 
more and better services to its members and to its 
Associate Groups. Its financial position is good. Bar. 
ring serious contingencies the Conference is reason. 
ably secure. The Officers and the Executive Commit. 
tee appreciate the loyal support of the members, and 
only wish there could be more like them, more ney 
members and more who stick.

Agency executives are reminded that the purpose of this 
special registration fee is to encourage attendance of board 
members and new staff members and to introduce them to 
the Conference, with the thought that if circumstances are 
favorable they may become members, 

Students: Full-time graduate and undergraduate students 
in the field of social work and sociology may register by pay- 
ment of a $3.00 registration fee regardless of Conference 
membership.

At its meeting last November the Executive Com- 
mittee took up the question of the form of future 
Proceedings of the National Conference and in parti- 
cular of the 1951 Proceedings. 

In 1948 the Study Committee made several recom- 
mendations concerning the Proceedings, which were 
approved in principle by the Executive Committee 
at that time. It was proposed that the Proceedings 
‘e published in four volumes, with each volume ap- 
proximately one-fourth to one-half the size of the 
1948 Proceedings (500 pages). Each volume would 
include papers of a more homogeneous nature than 
was possible in a single volume, and it was thought 
that such a plan would increase the value and sale- 
ability of the books. 

It was planned that the contents of the four volumes 
would be as follows: 

Vol. I — Morning and Evening General Ses- 

sions papers 
Summary of Section and Associate 
Group meetings 

II —Selected papers — services to individ- 
uals and families 

Vol. III — Selected papers — services to groups 
and individuals in groups 

IV — Selected papers—services to agencies 
and communities

It was also proposed that the papers presented at 
Associate Group meetings would be considered for 
inclusion in these volumes. 

It has not been possible to put these recommenda- 
tions into effect to date for a number of reasons. Most 
important is the fact that the Annual Meeting pro- 
gram is only now being reorganized under the sub- 
ject headings recommended for the various volumes. 
In addition, there has been some doubt as to whether 
the Conference was in a financial position to tie up 
the large amount of funds which would be necessary 
for the printing and binding of four books. 


As an interim plan for the years 1949 and 1950, the 
Conference has issued two volumes of Proceedings. 
These were “Social Welfare Forum”, which corres- 
ponds to the first volume recommended by the Study 
Committee and is sent free to all members paying 
dues of $7.50 and over, and “Social Work in’ the 
Current Scene”, which contains a selection of papers 
from all the Section meetings and is sold to members 
at a reduced rate. The Associate Group papers have 
not been included in these two volumes. 


Since the Annual Meeting program in 1951 will be 
reorganized along the lines contemplated for the 
four volumes, the question has risen as to whether 
the Conference should plan to publish four volumes 
this year. Before reaching a decision, the Executive 
Committee would welcome the views of members. 
A questionnaire is being sent to a representative 
sample of Conference members, but if there are 
others who do not receive the questionnaire who 
have opinions on this subject, the staff will see that 
they are transmitted to the Executive Committee 
when it meets early in March. 

One factor which has been of concern to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and the staff is that the sale of 


the second volume, “Social Work in the Current 
Scene 1949” was not up to expectations. The 1950 
volume has not been available long enough to 
judge what its sale will be, but there is some doubt 
as to whether this second volume of selected papers 
is meeting a need in the field. The question then 
arises as to where there would be sufficient demand 
for the three proposed specialized volumes. 

With regard to the first volume, “Social Welfare 
Forum”, as it is now issued, there is a question as to 
whether Conference members find the summary of 
Section and Associate Group meetings useful. Vary- 
ing opinions about this have been received in the 
Conference office, and it is hoped that more members 
will express their views on it. 

Considerable interest has been expressed in the 
past in the idea of publishing individual manuscripts 
(or groups of related manuscripts) in some rela- 
tively inexpensive form, e.g. mimeographing or 
printed pamphlets. It is doubtful if such a service 
would pay for itself because of the difficulty of esti- 
mating the demand in advance. It has been sug- 
gested by some that publication of manuscripts 
would be more useful than additional volumes of 
Proceedings, which are bound to be expensive for 
the individual purchaser, and that the members 
would prefer to have the Conference invest money 
in this service rather than in printed books. 

These and related questions will need to be con- 
sidered by the Executive Committee, and it is hoped 
that members who receive a questionnaire on the 
subject will return it promptly and that others will 
send in any comments they have before March 1.

Members 
are asked to check their ballots carefully to see 
whether it is necessary for them to send their dues 
in with the ballots in order for them to be valid.
